Another Leaf from the Pacific Ocean 
Diary.

STEAMER MARIPOSA, SEPT, 6. 

We had a delightful time at Samoa— 
only it was so short. I would have 
liked to spend a week there. We came 
in sight of the long range of blue moun- 
tains about. 3 o’clock, “They looked 
like clouds in the distance. After a 
time we could see the coral reef and the 
circular harbor; then the wreck of the 
German steamer Adler, lost in the 
great sterm and still lying there on its 
side, and then the little row of houses 
and native huts along the beach. 

A pilot boat came to meet us, and 
we were soon anchored within the reef. 
Then came a crowd of little boats 
rowed by natives, to take us ashore. 
As soon as we touched land, we were 


. surrounded by such funny little native 


children with trinkets to sell. Their 
costume was as funny as their little 
brown bodies, polished bright, with 
cocoa nut oil. A single garment of 
any description was all they needed to 
be well dressed. A table cloth, a towel, 
a handkerchief, a Mother Hubbard 
wrapper, or even a string of beads, or 
garland of flowers sufficed, if they could 
do no better. Iam sure we shall not 
find brighter, prettier faces anywhere 
ameng the heathen nations. They are 
not so very heathen, either; we went 
into a new native church not quite fin- 
ished, but with seats in it. We were 
introduced to the native pastor but 
could not talk much with him... The 
little children were very smiling and 
happy,.if we bought any of their trin- 
kets, and also as much so when we did 
not. They were very much amused 
when we stopped and took some of 
their pictures. I hope we got good 
ones and can show them,to you when 
we get home. ~T bought a string of red 
beads for Harold and some yellowjones 
for my baby, and Frank bought a piece 
of native cloth Tappe. 

A heavy shower came up while we 
were walking, and we were invited 
very cordially into one of their huts. 
They are simply large thatched roofs 
set-up on poles, but the shelter was 
grateful, and the six or seven men and 
women inside made us very welcome. 

We went into the Post Office, a very 
primitive affair, kept by a white man. 
There were a few stores, two or-three 
churches and a mission school. The 
trees are mostly cocoa nut and palms. 
The children sold bananas for 25 cents 
a whele bunch, not so large as we get 
at home, but very nice, and {mangoes 
at 25 cents a peck. 

Our hour was too quickly gone. As 
we were rowed back to the steamer 
a mission boat accompanied us, rowed 
by natives, who sang their native songs. 
You cannot think how beautiful it all 
was. The quiet bay, the ships lying 
at anchor, the little boats all around us, 
and the hymns—though in unknown 
tongues—sung very sweetly. I could 
not realize that it was J sitting there 
looking and listening, and I said to 
myself; 

“If [be Land I hope 1 be, 
I have a little boy at home,and he will know me,” 

The English Consul’s boat came, 
bringing Lady Jersey, and our party 
were on board, and out to sea again 
only too soon, 

It grows dark very early in \these re- 
gions. We have dinner at 2.30. Then 
we sit on deck till we are tired and 
sleepy and think it must be 10 o’clock. 
We look at our watches and find it is 
half-past seven or possibly eight. We 
make a desperate effort, and sit up till 
past eight, and then go to bed, 

I began this letter before dinner. 
Then it was’ Tuesday! Now it is only 
after dinner, and it is Wednesday! We 
have lost a day! and I am glad ‘of it. 
To me it is a day gained, “A day’s saul 
nearer home!’’? We passed the 180th 
meridian of longitude this forenoon. 
We have sailed into the tropics and 
acress the equator and out of the trop- 
ics and acress the 180th longitude, and 
still we are sailing, sailing so far south- 
ward. One day more southward, and 
then our course will be westward, and 
cold weather, after our long summer. 
When we reach Sydney it will be early 
Spring there like our March. 

Sunday we had service on board the 
ship:jas usual. Frank preached, and 
for want of one who could do better, I 
played the organ. Inthe evening we 
had a nice little sing led by Sir |George 
Dibbs and the captain. This week has 
been a short one; with. our one day 
counted out. 


We hope to reach Aukland to-mor- | 


row, and as there will be only about 
five days more to Sydney,I think I can 
bear it. It has been a hard long voy- 
age for me—scarcely a single day with- 
§ea-sickness, yet the weather has -been 
very pleasant and no hard storm. The 
day at Honolulu and the day at Appia 
(on Samoa) are very bright spots to 
look back upon. My next will be 
mailed at Sydney, if all goes well.

School Children’s Eyesight. 


Arthur W. Brayley contributed an 
article to a recent issue of the ,Boston 
Transcript, on the above subject. The 
writer of the article recently made a 
tour of inspection’ among schools in 
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Boston, in company with an experi- 
enced oculist, and asa result of their 
investigation, Mr. Brayley states ‘‘that 
twenty-five per cent of the scholars in 
our public schools have serious phy- 
sical defects of their eyes, ignorant of 
the cause of their headache, dizziness, 
and haziness of vision.’’ 

The writer explained the general 
condition of young scgolar’s eyesight 
and showed the necessity of having 
good eyesight among children, from a 
physical standpoint. The article rec- 
ommended that school committees in- 
terest themselves in the matter, and 
gave illustrations of simple methods to 
be followed by teachers in testing eyes 
of scholars. By the proper care of the 
eyes, it is thought that many com- 
plaints among children would be rem- 
edied. 


Spare the Rod and Spoil the Child. 


The Boston Globe recently had sev- 
eral articles from Boston supervisers of 
public schools on ‘‘Spare the Rod and 
spoil the Child.’ It is quite an inter- 
esting subject and the following quota- 
tions are made from those articles. 

John Kneeland says: 

From time immemorial the red has 
performed a prominent part in the 
training of youth. The older genera- 
tion now living saw it and felt it in 
their yeuthful days in the form of cow- 
hide, ferule, ruler,) and birch. The 
young people of to-day know it as the 
rattan. 

Notwithstanding this general famil- 
iarity with the rod, the question is 
earnestly pressed, is it so necessary a 
factor in disciplinary processes? Does 
sparing the rod spoil the child? If it 
does, then the girls are very generally 
being spoilt; and in many famihes and 
schools there are boys undergoing the 
same deterioration; for they are saved 
from the rod, and are grewing up with- 
out experimental knowledge of its ting- 
ling power. There may be individual 
cases which suggest that a sound whip- 
ping would do. a great deal of good; 
but, on the whole, the general verdict 
is that these girls and boys are rather 
gaining in the power of acquiring 
knowledge, in good conduct, and in in- 
dustrious habits. They certainly prove 
that itis no longer a general truth that 
sparing the rod spoils the child. 


There are so many means .of disci- 


pline in families that it seems seldom 
necessary to make the rod one of them. 
In many schools the case is somewhat 
diffefent. So many children of diverse 
natures are placed under a single 
teacher whose time 1s not equal to the 
demands upon it, that she often feels 
compelled to use. the quickest -way of 
establishing and preserving her control. 
Sometimes, too, it is a question of the 
expulsion of a pupil or the application 
of the rod. But the call for such dis- 
cipline is growing less and less fre- 
quent. School tasks, because of the 
better training of the teachers and the 
generous supply of the helps needed, 
awaken so much more pleasurable 
mental activity that the children do not 
need to be held to them by fear of pun- 
ishment. Then again, the welcome 
opportunities for physical exertion re- 
move the causes of unrest and mental 
lassitude so annoying to the teacher. 
Agreeable and vigorous employment 
for all leaves no time for idleness or 
mischief. Best of all, the higher mo- 
tives are more and more called into 
play. Not outward order through fear 
of punishment, but real order, the out- 
come of right feeling and impulse, is 
more and more sought and gained. 
Sparing the rod, then, through the 
opportunity for the systematic develop- 
ment of the child morally, intellect- 
ually, physically, has in 1t nothing of a 
spoiling nature, and is in every way a 
blessing to him, Through improve- 
ment in our school organizations, in 
the mental equipment and aptitude of 
the teachers and their power to win 
and lead to the best in thought and 
deed, we may expect the coming of the 
time when there will be no further use 
for the old and much-abused proverb, 
‘Spare the rod and spoil the child.” 


There has been of late a large abate- 
ment in the use of the red in the grane 
mar and the primary schools—particu- 
larly in the latter. In the kindergarten 
the rod is never used; and never will 
be so long as the teachers are faithful 
to the.doctrine of their great leader 
Froebel. 

I believe the-time is coming when 
school discipline in all the grades shall 
be so far humanized by the skill of 
teachers knowing well how to reach 
the delicate springs of the soul’s action, 
that corporal punishment, with its 
blighting influence on the germs of the 
child’s better nature, will be wholly 
discarded. 

Has, then, our maxim no'wisdom in 
it at all? Let us admit that there are 
crises in the lives of some children 
when the sharp discipline of the rod is 
necessary; rare occasions when the par- 
ent must deal with the child promptly 
and effectively, and yet may not be 
wise enough to do 8o in any better way. 

Let us admit, too, that there may be 
crises in school government where the 
teacher—particularly if young or un- 
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tried—must resort to forcible measures 
te establish his authority. 


Here the individual best interest may 
be sacrificed for the general good. But 
these two admissions cover about all 
that needs to be conceded te the claims 
of the much quoted old law.—E. P. 
Seaver, Supt. 


It was intended like most Bible state- 
ments to express a general principle, 
not to be interpreted literally. If a 
child is suffered to grow up without 
being taught by experience that wrong- 
doing merits punishment he is likely to 
goto the bad. Nature has no silly 
scruples about this matter. If a child 

uts his hand on the hot stove it burns 
nim, and the burned child learns to 
dread the fire. Nature; too, always 
makes the punishment fit the crime. 
She doesn’t drown a man for going 
fishing on Sunday; she drowns him for 
carrying too much sail for his. ballast, 
gut as she cuts the man up who mon- 

eys with the buzz-saw. 

All reasonable human laws follow 
this reasonable rule. If a man steals 
he is shut up where he can’t do so any 
more. Why the same principle should 
not be applied in bringing up children 
no one has yet shown. To whip a child 
for being late to dinner is like the old 

ractice of cutting off a man’s ears for 
eresy. 

On the other hand, a weak fondness 
that treats right and wrong-alike leaves 
the child jwithout moral principle, and 
sets him adrift with no idea and no 
power of self-control. Many a child 
has reason to pray to be delivered from 
his friends.—Geo. H. Martin.

In one respect, the current presiden- 
tial campaign is a model. It has thus 
far been free from indecent vitupera- 
tion and abuse. All five of the parties 
in the field have adhered to their dis- 
tinctive principles, on the stump and 
in the leading newspapers, and person- 
alities have followed the old-time‘+bum- 
mers to the rear.’’ These remarks are 
not, however, applicable to the South, 
which as heretofore is about half a cen- 
tury behind the civilization of the rest 
of the country. There the papers re- 
sort to the vilest improprieties,and mobs 
assault speakers, break up meetings and 
next month will engage in the whole- 
sale intimidation of voters. It is a de- 
plorable state of affairs, yet only a nat- 
ural result of the regime of slavery. 
Time and the sunlight of freedom from 
the North and West will eventually 
work a cure of this evil. 


Death’s Doings. 


The death of Mrs. Harrison, which 
at any time would have brought a feel- 
ing of sadness to all hearts throughout 
our land, is particularly pathetic at the 
present juncture, just on the eve of the 
presidential election. Sympathy for 
the bereaved husband is universal, and 
the politicians will prebably respect the 
oceasion by suspending their more 
lurid utterances for the remaining fort- 
night. 

The administration of Prest. Harri- 
son has been exceptionally afflicted; in 
the domestic circles of its leaders. The 
‘grim archer’? has removed wives ‘and 
children from several cabinet-ofligers, 
some under tragic conditions that sent 
a thrill of horror through every hamlet 
and city. Now that the president’s 
own wife has been taken from earth, 
it would be becoming if all our people 
would refrain from noisy and unseemly 
demonstrations and allow the election 
in November to proceed quietly. 


Colleges in Politics. 


More and more of late years, some 
of the Massachusetts colleges—notably 
Harvard university—have been mixing 
up in elections. The climax was 
reached, a few days ago, when 4 num- 
ber of the professors and tutors at 
Amherst signed a manifesto, urging 
voters to support Mr. Cleveland for 
the presidency.’ This has drawn out 
angry protests from alumni and friends 
of that institution in various ‘quartérs, 
and bad blood has been stirred up 
among the students. 

Is it not time for the managers of 
colleges to leave the active participa- 
tion in such work to other peeple? A 
professor, of course, should have a 
right to vote and to talk in private— 
perhaps even as an individual to take 
the stump, if so disposed; but when 
the name and prestigé of an institution 
of learning are drafted to bolster up a 
party ora candidate, there is an évi- 
dent departure from its legitimate 
functions. In every college of any 
magnitude, as in every manufacturing 
corporation and in every church, a 4i- 
versity of political preferences will nat- 
urally exist.. Such colleges, corpora- 
tions and churchés have a proper field 
of operations, outside the vexed domain 
of politics. It would be far better for 
them to adhere to their proper spheres, 
and to spare‘ the feelings of different 
adherents by letting politics severely 
alone. 


An Excellent Way—With a Qualifiea- 
tion. 


The supreme.court of Michigan have 
decided in favor of the legislation in 
that state, which allows presidential 
electors to be chesen by separate con- 
gressional districts instead of by the 
state at large on a general ticket. There 
are some considerations which make 
this plan preferable to the one in 
vogue in the other states of the Union. 
Take such acase as New York, in the 
memorable campaign of 1884. The 
great democratic cities of New York 
and Broeklyn overcame the republican 
majority of the rest of the state, and 
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an average of less than 1100 plurality 
was: thus secured for the entire deme- 
cratic delegation of electors, between 
30 and 40 in number, This handful 
decided the contest for the presidency. 
We do not mention this instance merely 
because it happened to work unfavor- 
ably for the republican ticket; we 
speak of it as the most glaring speci- 
men, in recent years, of the bad _ prin- 
ciple involved, no matter what. party 
may be temporarily benefited by its 
operation. If each presidential elector 
were chosen in a separate congressional 
district, republicans would be chosen 
in democratic states, and democrats in 
republican, states. The will of the peo- 
ple would be better expressed in the 
result; and the theory of our presiden- 
tial election is that the people—not the 
states—choose their chief magnate. 
Besides this reason for the change sug- 
gested, it is our opinion that frauds on 
the purity of the ballot would be much 
less*easy, and so much less frequent. 
The temptation to throw New York’s 
immense and generally decisive vote 
in the electoral college into the balance 
on one side or the other is very great; 
and we regret to add that we fear the 
New York politician, whether repub- 
lican or democratic, is not always proof 
against temptation. 

The Michigan decision has one 
drawback. ‘The action of the court was 
taken along strictly partisan lines. All 
the republican judges voted one way, 
and all the democratic judges the other 
way. This recalls the 7 to 8 vote of 
the electoral commission, which gave 
the presidency to Mr. Hayes. Such in- 
cidents furnish to the thoughtful citi- 
zen, of whatever party,a feeling of 
uneasiness and dread, which bodes no 
good for the future of our country. If 
the Demon of Politics is to invade and 
seize possession of our highest legal 
tribunals, where shall we look for the 
power to exorcise him? 


When you and I were boys, and 
that’s not long ago either, there stood 
in the sqiiare a grand, aye the grand- 
est old elm. The .weather and the 
woodman finished it even while we 
were yet boys. One by one as to al- 
most mark our growth from boyhood 
to youth, to young mathhood, and so 
on, we have seen the mates of that 
grand old Elm square elm go, until the 
falling of the one in front of Whiting’s 
the past week leaves but two of the 
loug line left. They fall like old 
friends to many of our old citizens and 
we cannot help feeling sorrow that like 
old friends departed, they can’t be put 
back again.

Abbott Village Schoolhouse. 


WHY THE CONTRACT WAS ANNULLED. 


The announcement in last week’s 
TownsMAN that the contract for erecting 
the new schoolhouse at Abbott Village 
had been annulled was quite a surprise 
to most people, and there were many in- 
quiries as to the next move likely to be 
made, An interview with a member of 
the special committee brings out the fol- 
lowing facts in the case, that will be- in- 
teresting to our readers. 

Those familiar with the operations will 
recall that a member of the school com- 
mittee stated to the town at the annual 
meeting, that plans were approved and 
bids bad been made by a thoroughly 
responsible party to erect and equipa 
school building such as was desired for 
$8000; on the strength of this statement 
$8000 were appropriated. 

The next step was to receive local bids 
and no figures could be obtained for con- 
struction alone that were not $3000 over 
the total appropriation. But the commit- 
tee was still persuaded that the building 
could be built, although the responsible 
party upon whose reputed statement the 
appropriation was made, affirmed that 
there was great difference between the 
building he estimated and the one now 
planned. Accordingly another step was 
taken and the contract for the cellar was 
awarded, and the cellar was built sev- 
eral months ago. 

The TownsMAN had not hesitated to 
doubt the possibility of building the 
structure at such a price as was proposed 
and the.builders and ex-builders in An- 
dover felt the same doubt. But Archi- 
tect Reagan thought differently, and to 
prove his opiviion took the contract for 
the building which by said contract, was 
to be completed by October 15th. About 
two weeks previous to the time limit, 
the committee investigated matters and 
became convinced that little progress 
was being made, but decided to make 
one more trialand gave the contractor 
until Oct. 15 to make a start. The start 
was not made, and on the 19th the con- 
tract was formally annulled, leaving Ab- 
bott Village with an old schoolhouse, a 
new cellar and a set of plans. Many citi- 
zens have wondered why bonds were not 
given for the completion of the work, 
but in as much as this has never been a 
custom in erecting our school buildings, 
Mr, Reagan objected and the committee 
waived the question. That the commit- 
tee made a mistake in building the cellar 
was the general opinion, and now that 
opinion seems to be justified. 

The committee is certainly to be com- 
mended in its efforts to save money for 
the town, but we cannot help ‘feeling 
that its efforts were plainly in the very 
face of an almost impossibility unless 
somebody was to lose money, or unless a 
sham building was to be built. The 
schoolhouse will probably not be built 
until next year. It will then very likely 
be built after the plans which itis under- 
stood the committee will buy from Mr. 
Regan. To get the building-completed 
as it should be will surely require mure 
money, and the exigencies of*the case 
will demand that our taxpayers furnish 
it. The experience will be rather an ex- 
pensive one, but expensive lessons are 
valuable and this will not be otherwise. 
Meanwhile the scholars at Abbott Vil- 
lage must be kept as comfortable as pos- 
sible and while they are kept warm,their 
parents must keep cool. :

IMPORTANT TRACK CHANGES CON- 
TEMPLATED. 


Some of our large shippers and _ receiv- 
ers of freight in Andoyer have experi. 
enced considerable trouble for some time 
on account of the limited side track ac- 
commodations at the station. Several 
schemes for remedying this difficulty 
have been considered by the authorities 
and are still under consideration. It is 
probable that the final result will include 
aspecial track for the Smith & Dove 
Company running out into their land on 
the south side of the station. Another 
siding on the north side of the station on 
to the land recently purchased by Hardy 
& Cole is also contemplated. The Supt. 
was recently here looking over the ground 
and some work is likely to be done soon. 

These changes would greatly relieve 
the pressure of the freight, felt so often 
on the limited amount of siding now 
available. The volume of freight busi- 
ness in Andover has increased tremen- 
dously in the past few years, and the ac- 
commodations have hardly kept pace 
with the growth.

Amherst’s Alumni in Andover on Am- 
nerst’s Politics. 


The open political letter of the eighteen 
Amherst College ‘‘professors,’’ which-ap- 
peared Monday, has been a subject of 
much discussion. The TowNsMAN, in 
view of this, presented the following 
question to Amherst,alumni in this town: 
‘As an Amherst alumnus, will you please 
state your opinion of the action of the 
eighteen Amherst professors in publish- 
ing an appeal iu the interests of the 
Democratic party?” The answers will 
be found below. 

In order that the question may be more 
fully understood, we print the appeal, 
which is as follows: 


With Mr, Cleveland’s views on public 
questions we agree. We admire his 
courage, his constancy, his public spirit, 
his studious neglect of his merely per- 
sonal interests where they conflict with 
the calls of public duty. 

We remember his tariff message, his 
pension vetoes ahd his letter against free 
silver as conspicuous instances of disre- 
garding personal considerations for the 
public good. 

We therefore urge all our fellow citi- 
zens to give Mr. Cleveland their hearty 
support. 

(Signed) [Eighteen Professors. | 


The professors, according to a state- 
ment made Wednesday to the press, say 
it was signed ‘‘in their individual capaci- 
ties, and they had a right, like other 
gentlemen, to express their individual 
opinions. The paper in question was 
shown to Republicans, Independents, and 
Democrats, alike, and the statement 
made that it was intended for publication 
and would be sent to the Independent 
committee of Boston, to be used as their 
judgment thought best.”’ 

The expressions of Andover’s Amherst 
alumni follow: 


To the Editor of Townsman: 

You ask me, as an alumnus of Amherst 
College, to give my opinion of the action 
of some of the professors in publishing 
an appeal in the interests of the Demo- 
cratic party. My opinion is that they 
had a perfect right to sign the appeal, in- 
asmuch as there is no reference whatever 
to their position in the college. They 
signed as individuals, not as professors, 
They probably expected that the ‘“Inde- 
pendent Committee of Boston’’, who so- 
licited the signatures, would publish 
them among others rather than separately 
but, in whatever way published, the 
statement is one they were as clearly en- 
titled to make as any other individual 
would be. That they favor the Demo- 
cratic, rather than the Prohibitory, or 
People’s or Republican party: is entirely 
immaterial. No one, I suppose, thinks 
it important, either for politics or educa- 
tion, that all the professors in Amherst 
or any other college, should be members 
ofsthe same party, or thinks that any of 
them should be hindered from express- 
ing their political opinions, as—individ- 
uals, in such ways as' they may deem 
best. 

As to the value of such an appeal from 
a political point of view, and as to any 
indirect effect of it on the prosperity of 
the college, I have no opinion to express, 
but am inclined to think that very little 
good or harm follows, in either yespect. 
As you have introduced the subject in 
your columns, you will of course print 
the original declarations signed by the 
professors and their explanation in the 
daily papers this morning. With the re- 
moval of the misapprehension that they 
signed as professors in the college, criti- 
cisms should be confined to their politi- 
cal sagacity, in regard to which, of course 
opinions differ.

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Oct. 26.—Complaint 
has been made and a warrant issued for 
the arrest of Engineer Goodwin of the 
freight train which ran into the passenger 
train on the Watertown branch of the 
Fitchburg railroad a short time ago, caus-° 
ing such a large loss of life.

‘ 
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CLASSIC PUGILISM. 


HOMER WAS THE FORERUNNER OF 
THE MODERN REPORTER. 


How the Great Epic Poet Described a 
“Slugging’’ Match—Some of His ‘‘Copy” 
Would Be Rejected by the Avorage 
Sporting Editor—His Wrestling Bouts. 


There was a time—between 2,000 and 
3,000 years ago—when it was as well 
worth while for a man to be a champion 
pugilist as it ismow. Such a man was 
then appreciated at his full value,:even 
taking as the measure of that value his 
own opinion of himself. He who could 
meet all comers at the Olympian games 
ceased thereafter to be an ordinary mor- 
tal, The government supported him for 
life, he was exempt from taxes, he had 
a free pass to all public entertainments, 
his name was engraved on marble tab- 
lets and his statue was erected in the 
sacred grove of Elis, beside the gold and 
ivory Jupiter of Phidias. The games 
themselves in which he had won honor 
formed epochs in history, by reference 
to which the dates of other events were 
fixed. 

Homer, in describing the games held 
by Achilles at the funeral of his friend, 
Patroclus, tells how the hero put up as 
“‘prizes of the violent boxing match” a 
valuable mule, warranted sound, for the 
victor and for the vanquished a two 
handled cup. It was to be a free to all, 
go-as-you-please fight, and from all that 
appears no betting was allowed. 

Homer continues: ‘‘Forthwith arose 
@man great and valiant and skilled in 
boxing, Epeos, son of Panopeus, and 
laid his hand on the sturdy mule and 
said aloud: ‘Let any one come and take 
the two handled cup, but the mule I say 
none other of the Achaians shall take 
for victory with his fists, for I claim to 
be the best man: here. «I. will utterly 
bruise mine adversary’s flesh and break 
his bones; so let his friends abide to- 
gether here and bear him forth when 
vanquished by my hands,’” 

Our modern gladiator has publicly 
voiced practically the same sentiment, 
thus: ‘Iam John L. Sullivan and I can 
lick any man in this crowd.” 

The poet goes on: ‘‘Alone arose against 
him Euryalus; a godlike man, son of 
King Mecisteus. Tydides, famous with 
the spear, made ready Euryalus for the 
fight, cheering him with speech and 
greatly desired for him victory. And 
first he cast about him a girdle, and 
next gave him the well cut thongs of 
the hide of an ox of the field, and the 
two boxers, being girt, went into the 
midst of the ring, and both, lifting up 
their stalwart hands, fell to, and their 
hands joined battle grievously. Then 
was there terrible grinding of teeth, and 
sweat flowed from all their limbs. And 
noble Epeos came on, and, as the other 
spied for an opening, smote him on the 
cheek, nor could he longer stand, for his 
fair limbs failed straightway under him. 
And as when beneath the north wind’s 
ripple a fish leapeth on a tangle covered 
beach, and then the black wave hideth 
it, so leaped up Euryalus at that blow. 
But great hearted Epeos took him in his 
hands and set him upright and his dear 
comrades stood around him and bore 
him from the ring with trailing feet, 
spitting out clotted blood, drooping his 
head awry, and they set him down inhis 
swoon among them and themselves went 
back and fetched the two handled cup.” 

Euryalus was knocked out in one 
round. Such a description of the similar 
New Orleans contest would perhaps 
serve people better than the elaborate 
work of art which was prepared for 
them. The poet does not descend to de- 
tails—he does not give information 
enough. But then perhaps Homer does 
not aim to give information merely. He 
seeks rather to present a picture, and 
the picture is there, 

It will be noticed that there were no 
“clinches” in this struggle, but it is 
otherwise in the next game which the 
greatest of epic bards goes on to de- 
scribe. Achilles offers a tripod for use 
before the fire as a prize for the winner 
in the ‘‘grievous wrestling match,” and, 
speaking to the assembled Greeks, 
opens the contest with these’ words, 
«Rise all who would enter this combat.” 

“Thereupon arose great Ajax, son of 
Telamon, and Odysseus, of many wiles, 
the crafty minded. And the two being 
girt went into the midst of the ring and 
clasped each other in their arms with 
mighty hands like gable rafters of a 
lofty house which some famed crafts- 
man joineth, that he may baffle the’ 
wind’s force. And their backs creaked, 
gripped firmly under the vigorous hands, 
and sweat ran downin streams, and 
many weals along their ribs and shoul- 
ders sprang up red with blood, while 
ever they strove amain for victory, to 
win the wrought tripod.” ‘ 

After this sort of thing had gone on 
for awhile it ‘began to irk the well 
greaved Achaians’—i. e., it made the 
crowd tired. To settle matters, Ajax, 
by agreement, first lifts Odysseus and 
tries to throw him, but he “struck deft- 
ly from behind the hollow of Aias’ knee 
and loosed his limbs and threw him 


‘down backward, and Odysseus fell upon 


his chest, and the people stared and 
wondered. Then in his turn much en- 
during, noble Odysseus tried to lift, and 
moved him a little from the ground, but 
could not lift him, so he crooked his 
knee within the other’s, and both fell on 
the ground near to each other and were 
soiled with dust.” 

Then Achilles interferes, ‘‘Victory is 
with both,” he said. ‘Take equal prizes 
and depart that other Achaians may 
contend.” In modern parlance, they 
fought toa draw. There was no ‘‘kick- 
ing” against the referee’s decision. The 
combatants ‘‘wiped the dust from them 
and put their doublets on.” The de- 
scription is poetical—not practical. It 
has been admired and lauded by all the 
world for 8,000 years or more, yet if it 
was sent to the average American news- 
paper editor as an account of an actual 
eccurrence for publication in the rport- 
ing columns it would be rejected with 
acorn.—New York World.

Of 
course in some countries beds are un- 
known, The Japanese, for example, 
sleep on the floor muffled in a great 
wadded coat and with a block of wood 
for a pillow. But, confining ourselves 
to England, just talk to the dwellers in 
the slums on this subject. Why, going 
to bed there during the summer months 
is positively inviting torture. Many 
places swarm with vermin, and conse- 
quently those who live in them find it 
more comfortable to sleep anywhere 
rather than in the proper place—even on 
the doorstep.

While the former believes that the indi- 
vidual shall take upon himself all the 
consequences which spring from compe- 
tition, and that according to his oppor- 
tunities a man shall either succumb in 
the struggle for existence or survive as 
the fittest, the latter holds society or 
the nation responsible for the well be- 
ing of every one of its members as long 
as the member fulfills his obligation to 
society. —Rabbi Solomon Schindler.

The Eve of Departure. 


The opportunity of listening to Prof. 
Panaretoff was again enjoyed by a large 


number of péople at the M. E, Church, | 


Sunday evening. Rev. T. C. Martin 
opened the service with prayer; in pre- 
senting Prof. Pavaretoff, he spoke very 
feelingly of the pleasure of the people in 
having among them Prof. Panaretoff and 
wife for these few months, and most 
earnestly desired them success in the 
work awaiting them at Constantinople. 

Prof. Panaretoff, in opening, said that 
he certainly should not have spoken at 
this time if it had not been for the fact 
that it gave him on the eve of his depar- 
ture an opportunity to see once more 
together so many of the faces which had 
become familiar to him. 

He described the position of Constanti 
nople, stating, that in his opinion, for 
beauty of situation and scenery there 
was nothing in Europe or America which 
could equal or compare with it. The 
city was built on seven hills. The situa- 
tion of Robert College was on an emi- 
nence on the shore of the Bosphorus and 
from the top of this building a most 
beautiful view was commanded. The 
college was not a missionary institution; 
it was unsectarian; its president was a 
Congregationalist, vice-president a Meth- 
odist, and the secretary a Presbyterian. 
It was controlled by a board of trustees 
who reside in New York; a large number 
of its teachers were Americans. * The 
students were mostly composed of Arme- 
nians, Greeks, and Bulgarians. English 
was the language of the college. An in- 
teresting and graphic account of the dif- 
ficulties attending the formation of the 
Young Men’s Christian Associations 
among them was given, it being neces- 
sary, owing to the suspicious nature of 
the people, that each nationality should 
be supervised by a, leader who was of 
that nation. The college was established 
by an imperial charter, and was safe 


; from the inspection or encroachments of 


* 


the Turkish officials. The disadvantages 
of disciplining and teaching the youths, 
ranging in age from 10:to 19 years, were 
very great as there were no preparatory 
schools to which the younger - pupils 
cotld be sent. Much more of interest 
was told by Prof. Panaretoff with regard 
to the college and the manher in which 
it was conducted. 

At the close of the servicé an opportu- 
nity was given those present to speak a 
few words of farewell to Mr. and Mrs. 
Panaretoff, who sail for New York next 
Wednesday. =
